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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 requires that 
the cutter head 1) can undergo a rotary motion, 2) is disposed eccentrically in the body, and 3) 
the middle axis of the cutter head forms an acute angle with the middle axis of the body. Fuchs 
shows a conventional rotary broach, and Evans shows a non-rotary broach having a blade in a 
slot forming an acute angle with body 1 1 , but there is no suggestion to provide all three of those 
concepts in a single broaching tool. Similarly, there is no suggestion to provide the tumbling and 
following movements set forth in claim 12.
